The purpose of the legislation is to authorize Shelby County to create a j uvenile Assessment Center. Currently, law 
enforcement is required by law to transport children the County Detention Center when it is not advisable to release the 
child to a parent. This bill requires law enforcement to transport children to the JAC (notwithstanding certain charges) 
for specified assessments to better help juveniles and families. The legislation places authority under the county 
government, not under the court, in order to preserve independence. The legislation also creates a framework in which 
the center would collaborate with other community services to provide specified services to children and families.
